Ducks Had Indigestion. 


“W.,” Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Uncle Dud- 
ley: I am just commencing to raise 
Indian Runner ducks, and have a lot 
several weeks old. I feed them a mix- 
ture of bran, shorts and meal, and give 
them as much water as they need to 
drink, but have experienced a trouble 
I cannot understand. Without any ap- 
parent cause they will become so weak 
that they cannot walk. This will last 
for an hour or so, and then they seem 
perfectly well again. Have lost several] 
that seem to be overcome by the trou- 
ble. Can you give me an idea of what 
the trouble ts? 

Answer—yYour ducks are not prop- 
erly fed. They seem to be suffering 
from indigestion. It may be that the 
corn meal was allowed to sour. Ducks 
should be fed regularly. When very 
young, say until they are about ten 
days old, they should be fed four or 
five times a day just enough to satisfy 
their hunger. After they are ten days 
old they should be fed only three times 
a day-—-never leave more food than 
they can eat. They should have alfalfa 
meal and a little beef scraps added to 
the meal, shorts and bran that you 
have been giving them

Uncle Dudley: I am tin great distress 
about my chickens. They have in the 
last week or ten days taken sorehead 
dreadfully, and they yield to no treat- 
ment. I have greased them, put Kero- 
Bene and different things on their heads, 
but no good, so kindly tell me what to 
do. We have nice chickens—Rhode Is- 
lands, Plymouth Rocks and Minorcas 
(black). I hate to lose them when 
possibly there ts an efficient remedy. 

Answer—I am mailing you a sample 
bottle of “‘Cobarco,” sent me by the 
C. D. Medicine company, Jacksonville, 
Ga. I will ask you to try this remedy 
and report results to me, by letter. It 
is advertised in The Constitution, and it 
is said to be a cure for sorehead. Give 
your fowls a little Hpsom salts in a 
dry mash every other day twice and a 
teaspoonful of tincture of dandejJion to 
each fowl in their drinking water once.

A Mixed Feed. | 


G. W. Hinton, Wrens, Ga.—Dear 
Uncle Dudley: Will you kindly teil 
meinwhat proportionsto mixthe fol- 
lowing to make a good balanced chick- 
en feed? Wheat, oats, cracked corn, 
cracked field peas, millet seed (Ger- 
man), sorghum cane seed and benny 
weed seed. My chickens rave run of 
woods, field and lot, and therefore do 
not need meat scraps, I suppose. 

Answer-——Wheat One part, oats three 
parts, sorghum seed one part, cracked 
corn one part, cracked peas one part, 
js about right for the above, as a 
morning and evening feed. The field 
pea, ground fine, with the pea vines 
properly cured, is as good a dry mash 
as you can use to Keep before your 
laying hens. The millet seed might be 
added to this dry mash, about one part 
of the millet seed to five parts of the 
eas and vines. If do not know the 
enny weed seed that you mention.

Would it be good to use White drakes 
the Fawn and White ducks? I 
some ducks that ] ordered from 
that the Wawn colorings is 
scarcely noticeable, or are nearly 
white. Does this denote that they-are 
not a good breed? I use White Pe- 
kin ducks with Fawn and White In- 
dian Runner drakes; is the offspring 
a good Buff Orpington, and ould 
it be the same with Pekin drake, and 
Fawn and White Indian Runner ducks? 

Answer—The White Runner duck 
was originated several years back in 
California. It hag been kept separate 
and distinct from other varieties of 
Runners. It lays white eggs only, and 
it is claimed for it that it has never 
had an  out-cross. The Fawn and 
White and the dark or penciled Run- 
ner {s in regard to this, it is claimed, 
has been crossed on other breeds. 
Some of them of each variety lay col- 
ored eggs, which are not desirable. 
There are certain straing of both the 
Fawn and White and Penciled Runner 
that lay white eggs only, it is claimed, 
but there are many of them bred that 
lay colored eggs. The above are the 
reasons, to my mind, as to why the 
White Runner is worth more than the 
two other varieties. 

Now you can never improve any va- 
rieties of any breed bv crossing it on 
another breed. -The Orpington duck 
is not a Runner. It is a cross between 
the Fawn Runner and the Pekin, and 
perhaps some other duck. It took the 
originator of this breed several years 
ef hard work to bring them up to 
where we find them today. Zetter 
keep these breeds apart. Your almost 
white duck, if it lays white eggs, 15 
only valuable as a utility duck. 


No Use in “Kicking.” 

Mrs. J. A. Thompson, Titus, Ala., R. 
1—Dear. Uncle Dudley: I see in sev- 
eral of vour letters where there has 
been a great deal of dissatisfaction 
with the people that have bought eggs 
for hatching purposes, claiming they 
did not get what they bought. The 
hest way out of this trouble is just to 
discard ‘them: don’t breed from them if 
vou intend to bulld up a flock to be 
proud of or put before the people. I 
have been treated the same way; rais- 
ing a fuss doesn’t do any good: the 
best way is to send them to market. 

I have raised; the Single Comb 
Rhode Island Reds” exclusively for 
eight years, and find none that will 
surpass them. Uncle Dudley, I will 
agree with you on saying one breed is 
enough. They will come nearer being 
pure; we can give them better atten- 
tion. We can cull them closer because 
we have more to cull from. I raise 
lots every year, cul] them twice w hen 
they wet large enough to eat, and late 
on. I have quit. raising chickens 
summer. I don't think it pays.

The cause is partly a 
debasing of taste; but it is partly a 
moral and humanizing cause. The man 
of ignoble taste. still platronizes 
cheap and nasty continental theater, 
and this continues to pay; but the 
man of elevated mind now rarely goes 
to any theater at all. The result is 
that. the dramaturgic and managerial 
talents which went to make better 
sort of theaters are seeking a substi- 
tute. They want something which will 
preserve dramatic art; and appeal -at 
the same time to the masses of men 
and women, without whose _ intere3t 
art is in vain. 
Sonked in Classical Tradition. 

The Provincial Poet Mistral, the 
Swiss Lorenz} and the German Wach- 
ler, are the creators of. the nature 
theater. Mistral led by producing 
open-air drama in Hadrian's restored 
theater at Orange in the French de- 
partment of Vaucluse. Being essen- 
tially a return to classical ways, the 
nature theater from the first was 
soaked in the classical tradition. Af- 
ter Mistral, the next great figure is 
tobert Lorenz. Lorenz ras won to 
the movement through seeing the 
Hans Sachs Minnesinger representa- 
tions at Halle. He first made. some 
production experiments at Hohen- 
twiel in Wurttemberg. Next he. pro- 
duced the “Bride of Messina” with a 
chorus of 500. persons in the ruins of 
the Roman theater at Vindonissa, 
now Windisch, in the Swiss Canton of 
Aargau. The chorus was local. This 
initiative had great success; and led 
to the creation of a permanent nature 
theater under Lorenz's direction at 
Lucerne.

According to this: theory the specta- 
tors and artists and dramatists are 
one and interchangeable. The nature 
theater thvs becomes :a_ fosterer of 
local patriotism. Carried to extreme, 
the theory means that exery village 
shall have its nature’ theater, and 
shall think more of local art and in- 
terests than of world art. 

The exponent of this type of nature 
theater, and the most successful nature 
theater manager in Germany is ‘Dr. 
Ernst Wachler, of Weimar. Wachler is 
40 and comes of a famous German 
family. He is editor, publicist, poet 
and dramatist, and has marked talent 
and individuality. It was he who in- 
itiated and still manages the Harz 
Mountain theater. When Wachler sug- 
gested his mountain theater’ people 
laughed at him, and a cartoonist drew 
a funny picture of a tired climber 
with an alpenstock arriving at the 
summit of a hill, and asking for beer, 
to be told only, ‘““‘We have no beer, but 
have tickets for ‘Wilhelm ey) aie 
Wachler stuck to. his guns and his 
mountain theater is now in being. It 
is built at Thale in the finest part 
of the Harz mountains. The seats for 
1,200 are arranged on the natural am- 
phitheater of “The Wiches’ Dancing 
Place.” The stage consists of beaten 
earth on a foundation of rubble, and 
the scenery of a few bushes and trees. 
There'is noroof andthereis nocurtain, 
but lately a small covered auditorium 
has been built close by for use in case 
of rain. 

The Mountain Theater. 

Wachler’s mountain theater is the 
the most successful in Germany so far. 
It has proved capable of producing 
both local and general plays. It plays 
sometimes Wachler’s own plays; has 
ztaged new plays by other Germans, 
including first productions, and has a 
large repertory of the classica] drama. 
Its great triumphs are “A Midsummer 
Night's Dream’’—the favorite of al 
nature theaters—Schiller’s ‘‘Wallen- 
stein,” and Hebbel’s ‘Moloch It late- 
lv made the experiment of producing 
Klopstock’s forgotten “Battle of Arm- 
inius.”’ This: had never been played in 
any German theater Aboyt 140 years 
ago Klopstock wrote that his ambition 
was to have the “Battle of Arminius” 
played on a mountain in the Harz, and 
through Wachter his ambition was at 
last fulfilled, 

Wachler tinds great obstacles against 
his of making the nature the- 
ater “‘locai. lt is always possible to 
get the local stage, and some local 
performers, also every spot in Europe 
enough history and tradition to 
supply it with dramatic inspiration. 
The difficulty is to get the dramatic 
talent. In the attempt to realize the 
“local idea tne theater element which 
ought to be foremost is submerged in 
the folk-art element, and there is a 
danger that nothing will result except 
disgwuised lectures on history and cus- 
toms, 

This danger is recognize by 
who holdg that the nature 
should be universal in its appeal, and 
in his nature theater near Lucerne he 
has realized bis ideal. Lorenz holds 
that the stage and sceneéry of a nature 
theater should be merely architectural. 
There should be no attempt at provid- 
ing the illusion of reality; therefore 
no scenery is desirable. A few simple 
buildings supply all the background 
meded. On this principle is arranged 
the Lucerne theater, which is built on 
the Hexenstein peninsula,. about 20 
minutes by steamer from the town. 
The stage is merely a flat meadow 37 
vards by 21, with the towering Rigi 
behind it.

New York, September 14.—(Special.) 
Prosperity in a superlative degree has 
become such a common-place matter 
for discussion that Wall street turns 
it to listen to the argu- 
ments of the iconoclast. There has 
never been a time in a decade when 
good news appeared to be 80 much at 
a discount as it is now. No week this 
year has produced more of it than the

clients. It has Jost heart and nerve, 
to say nothing of its loss of prestige. 
Whenever it has plucked up a little 
courage it has ultimately been met 
with a blow from some quarter, which 
put a crimp in its ambitions and added 
to the cumulative effect of a _ pro- 
longed bilious point of view. Aiding 
and abetting the brokerage element 
of Wall street in its state of pessi- 
mism are railroad presidents and man- 
agers and large banking interests 
who are witnessing ruinous rates in 
the methods of doing business and 
who, therefore, believe that an end to 
all prosperity has come because of a 
necessary change of policies. Yet cll 
of these men agree that the country 
today is fundamentally stronger than 
it has ever been, that prosperity, in a 
large measure, is here, and that the 
momentum of business igs so great it 
cannot be checked by the politics of 
the season, andis likely togo steadily 
on increasing to boom proportions in 
1913.° If it is different for a person in 
the center of things to understand the 
attitude of these interests, how to- 
tally absurd it must be to the man in 
the’ street or to the observer Watching 
events at that distance of 2,000 miles 
from the country’s field center. 


Getting down to concrete facts of 


‘ 
! 


prosperity, we find first an indicated 
crop of corn, oats and spring wheat 
on September 1 that exceeds all ‘other 
yields. And this is not all. The month 
of September is now half over. It has 
kept pace with July and August in its 
beneficent care of the crops, which, 
to quote one of the experts in the 
field. “have lived in surroundings of 
great favoritism the past two months.” 
Wall street may turn up its nose at 
these facts for awhile, but they will 
sooner or Jater get back into the mind 
of the man who is now selling stocks 
in the face of them, for no arguments 
about politics are going to disturb the 
owner of railroad securities in this 
vear of peace and plenty. Without dis- 
turbance there cannot be liquidation, 
and without liquidation there cannot 
be any appreciable or lasting decline 
in the price of standard dividend- 
paying shares. 

The story is only half told when the 
crop situation is reviewed. It was 
wasted effort to bring before Wall 
street this week such facts as a rec- 
ord production of 145,000,000 pounds 
of copper metal in August, which was 
more than absorbed by domestics and 
foreign consumers at a price yielding 
preducers net profits all the way from 6 
to9 cents per pound, and an unfilled 
tonnage of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration on_Setpember 1, the highest 
in five years, with double the increase 
earlier predicted. Not since 1896 has 
there been trade improvement in such 
measure as that of today starting on 
such a well-secured foundation. 

The two inf:uences working on the 
stock market this week, legitimately 
classed as unfavorable and _ bearish, 
were the advance in money rates and 
the sequence of a decline in bonds. 
Money has been dearer and scarcer so 
far this month than had been ex- 
peeted. This is because the crops have 
matured earlier than seemed likely 
in July, and because business in gen- 
eral has almost instantly responded 
to the conviction of big crops. High 
money rates are likely to continue un- 
til the end of the year, but the cause 
of them is not, as it has been in other 
vears, over-speculation and demand 
for unnatural actions. Instead, they 
srow out of a legitimate demand from 
producers of the country.

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TRADING IN COTTON 
WAS ON LARGE SCALE 


New York, September 14.—(Specital.) 
Trading in cotton the past week has 
been on a large scale, with very sharp 
fluctuations on a rising tendency tne 
feature. From the low price of Tues- 
day there was a maximum advance to 
the high prices reached just before the 
close yesterday of 45 to 55 points under 
the lead of the March option. Efforts 
by the bear element, trading aggres- 
sively for lower prices the month, to 
hold the market down failed. 

This has been chiefly because of the 
liquidated condition of the market and 
the heavy short interest. The latter 
created in following the bear move. 
ment of August, which did not reach 
the culminating point until the close 
of the market on the 28th of August. 
Since that time there has been a maxi- 
mum recovery of 90 to 100 points, or 
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the equivalent of between $4.90 and $5 
per bale. 

The principal factors accelerating 
this readjustment of the extensive 
short interest hawe been the receipt of 
private reports of heavy deterioration 
in the condition of the crop since tne 
last government report of September 
8 recent unfavorable weather condi- 
tions and steadily improving trade de- 
mand from foreign as well as domestic 
spinners. All the talk about the exor- 
bitant freight rate charges from Atlan- 
tic and gulf ports to Great Britain and 
the continent has been the grossest 
sort of exaggeration. It is true that 
freight rates are now at the highest 
range for years, but notwithstanding 
this fact a very heavy export business 
is being transacted between factors in 
-he south and dealers in Great Britain, 
France and Germany.

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IN NEW ORLEANS COTTON 


New Orleans, September 14.—The net 
results of the week’s trading in cotton 
was an advance of 1 point to a decline 
of 2 points on most active months in 
futures. The high prices were made 
Friday. and low Wednesday. At the 
highest prices were 10 to 24 points 
over last week’s close; the lowest 49 to 
52 points under. The range was 70 to 
73 points. 

In the early week the market had a 
sagging tendency on reports from the 
eastern portion of the belt, where rains 
seemed to benefit the crop.

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WESTERN WORLD 
WONDERS AT NOG 


But the East Thinks Soldier's 


Act Was Natural 


Great Japanese Soldiers Style 
Suicide of General Nogi and 
Wife Magnificent Act of 
Patriotic Duty—Custom Is 
Very Old. 


New York, September 14.—(Special.) | 


All the western world is trying today 
to grasp the story of the suicide near 
Tokio of General Maresuke Nogi, the 
conqueror of Port Arthur, and his Vas- 
sar-trained wife. In deep devotion to 
their dead emperor, Mutsuhito, at the 
sound of the first gun telling that the 
funeral train was moving from the 
Ayama palace, General Nogi quietly 
killed himself with a jeweled sword 
and the countess as quietly committed 
the honorable act of self-disembowel- 
ment. 
“Tar Bea 

Takamine today, 


-nodded Dr. Jokochi 
quite placidlys Dr. 
Takamine is attending the chemists’ 
convention. “General Nogi followed 
his emperor in spirit as well as body.’ 

“Oh,” said Consul General Numano, 
equally imperturbably, “he could have 
lived a long time, perhaps, but by his 
death now he will arouse enthusiasm 
and patriotism and the best qualities of 
the Japanese. He can now be looked 
upon as a real Japanese warrior. By 
his death he will be tmmortalized. It 
is very simple. He felt that by dying 
now he could do Japan more good than 
by dying at any other time.” 

New York only shook its head and 
looked at Dr. Takamine and Mr. Numa- 
no in puzzled wonder, as London is 
shaking its head and St. Louls shaking 
its head, and wherever western civili- 
zation has struck its telegraph wires 
hundreds of thousands are trying to 
make®themselves see the bravery and 
beauty in an act that from copybooks 
to courts they have heard called cow- 
ardly. 

Anctent Custom He Says, 

Dr. Takamine, whose retorts and cru- 
cibles and occidental learning have 
touched only one side of him, tried 
again to explain, more painstakingly. 

“The act of a general following an 
emperor in death 1s a very ancient 
custom,” he said. “It is known and 
practiced in all Oriental countries and 
is perfectly understood, for example, 
in Asia and India. It is fealty, the 
love that a general can show to his 
emperor that prompts him to. kill him- 
self in this way. I cannot say who 
introduced the custom into Japan, or 
where it originated. It comes from 
Japan's past——-it is very old indeed. 

“And General Nogi’s wife—well, it 
seems but natural to us that she should 
be no less loyal to her emperor and to 
her husband than the general was him- 
self, 

reneral Nogi was an old man. He 
must have felt it was best to go with 
the emperor. He asked himself the 
question whether he could do more 
g00d by going or by remaining, and 
he came to the conclusion that he could 
do more good by dying.” 

And-Dr. Takamine smiled placidly 
again and hoped very much that the 
honorable American people would 
understand. 

MAGNIFICENT AOT OF DUTY, 
SAY JAPANESE OF NOGI’S DEED 

Tokio, September 14.—The dramatic 
death of General Count Maresuke Nogi, 
the soldier-hero of Japan, and that of 
his wife, the Countess Nogi, who. yes- 
terday, colncidently with the departure 
from the capital of the body of the late 
Emperor Mutsuhito for its final rest- 
ing - place at Monoyama, committed 
Suicide, the general by gashing-. his 
throat with a sword, and the countess 
dy Stabbing herself tn the abdomen, is 
regarded by the great soldiers of Japan 
ind by the general’s other countrymen 
as a magnificent act of patriotic duty. 

But the nation being in the deepest 
mourning and the new emperor being 
forced into seclusion by. the. death of 
his father, it impossible to confer 
the usual posthumous honor, and con- 
sequently Nog! officially is not dead. 

The count on Thursday morning, 
prior to attending the funeral services 
of the late emperor at the palace, 
Summoned a photographer to his home 
in Akasaki, a suburb of Tokio, and in 
the garden of his residence posed with 
his wife w! ‘ile their picture was being 
tuken.

IN THE IMPERIAL MAUSOLEU™ 

Kioto, Japan, September 14.—The 
body of the late Emperor slutsuhito 
was placed tonight in the imperial 
mausoleum at Monoyama, an imperial 
estate about 5 miles from Kioto, as 
Mutsuhito had desired. Great crowds 
had gathered along the roadway to 
Monovama. A double line of soldiers 
and sailors flanked the route, which. 
cutting through famous tea fields, had 
been built up to a heightwof 60 feet in 
some places and term'nated in a court 
of honor about 2 miles square in front 
of the shrine. 

On arrival at Monoyama the casket 
was removed from the train and 
placed on a funera, palanquin, borne 
by one hundred farmers of Yase vil- 
lage in gray hemp costumes. Ap- 
proaching the burial hall, the pan- 
elled doors were thrown open, revea}- 
ing a stand, on which the casket was 
placed.

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DIAZ» CHEERED: 
MADERO HISSED 


Outbreak Seems Imminent in 
Capital of Mexico 


Great Disorder in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies — Madero 
Openly Derided by Certain 
Legislators Who Are Barred 
From the Chamber. 


Mexico City, 
from the chamber of deputies by order 
of President Madero because of the 
noisy demonstration in which he and 
his political adherents were hissed and 
the name of Diaz was frantically 
cheered, hundreds of residents marched 
through the streets tonight shouting 
disapproval of the new executive and 
“vivas” for their exiled ruler. 

Mounted police were ready to dis- 
perse the mob and the entrances to the 
chamber where the deputies were in 
executive session were heavily guarded. 

The situation is almost identical with 
that immediately preceding the fall 
of Diaz, with the exception that shifts 
have been made inthe cast of characters. 
The disorders today had as a basis 
the same discussion—the seating of 
doubtful members of the chamber—as 
yesterday when the galleries hissed 
Madero and shouted the praises of 
Diaz. They were precipitated by the 
rejection of Francisco Pasqual Garcta, 
leader of the Catholic wing, whose elec- 
tion was unquestioned. 

A deputy denounced him. 
that no reason for his rejection 
required other than that he was a 
Catholic. ‘ihe fervid oratory and 
scenes of disorder on the floor was 
emulated by the galleries. One dep- 
uty, fancying himself insulted, drew 
A pistol’ to fire when he was seized 
by a neighbor and overpowered. An- 
other deputy, Pedro De Los Santos, 
declared that justice and law were 
forgotten or counfounded with per- 
sonal issues, and that more. blood 
would have to be shed, if necessary to 
secure justice. 

An organized group marched out of 
the chamber without the formality of 
adjournment and left the chamber 
without a quorum. When the. house 
was reconvened late this afternoon, 
the doors were closed to all but mem- 
bers.

Concession to Society. 


Los Angeles, September 14.—(Spe- 
Cial.)—-As8 a concession to society, Miss 
Heloise Chandler, daughter of Mrs. 
Julia David Chandler, of Philadelphia, 
now living in Los Angeles, and Charles 
W. Washbourne, of Pasadena, will be 
married by a justice of the peace to- 
morrow morning, according to a 
Strange contract with Mr. Washbourne 
which was drawn up years before he 
met. Miss Chandler, but which she in- 
dersed upon sight a few days before 
they became engaged. 

The contract supplies a legality to 
the marriage, but provides specific- 
ally. for entire personal freedom, both 
personal and economic. 

“My ideas of marriage have always 
been along this line,” declared Miss 
Chandler, “but I never’ supposed I 
would meet a man who would believe 
in it. -L have based my conclusions on 
a close observation of the usual sys- 
tem of marriage which I believe to be 
absolutely wrong. The very freedom 
of our contract’ will insure fidelity 
and happiness, if anything can. If 
not, neither of us would wish to hold 
the other.” 

The contract reads in part: 

“Love, to exist, must be free. But 
for the enrichment of nature and the 
establishment of the joy of parents as 
well as for the best rearing of the 
children, it is necessary that man and 
woman co-operate as partners of their 
own children. And for the sake of 
the happiness of chilaren and parents, 
as wellas for the free inter-communi- 
Cation of both with the rest of socie- 
ty, it is necessary to conform to the 
conventions to the extent of having at 
least legal marriage before man and 
woman become parents. 

“Marriage should, however, in no 
Way be considered a bond, nor as giv- 
‘ng either husband or wife any con- 
trol or possession of the other what- 
ever. If the marriage is not fruitful] 
either in children or spiritual uplift, 
both partners should be perfectly free 
to cnoose others and marry them. 

“Since at present the state provides 
no income for mothers and children, 
it should be the duty of the mani to 
Share equally with his wife all earn- 
ings and property at such times as she 
may be incapacitated for work by ‘fil 
health or care of children.”

Another Tragedy Occurs on 
Chicago Aviation Field 


Airships, Navigated by How- 
ard Gill and George Mes- 
tach, Collide in Race—Gill 
Is Killed, But Mestach Es- 
capes With Slight Injuries. 


Chicago, September 14.—Aviator 
Howard W. Gill, of Baltimore, Md., was 
fatally hurt on the Cicero aviation field 
tonight, dying later, while George 
Mestach, of France, whose monoplane 
collided with Gill’s biplane, when they 
were participating in a race 75 feet 
in the air, was injured as the two men 
and their machines fell to the earth in 
the dark. Mestach soon revived and 
his condition was found to be not seri- 
ous. Gill was rushed to a _ hospital. 
After recovering consciousness Mes- 
tach said: 

“Tl was going at top speed in,my 
monoplane in an effort to win the race. 
Looking, I saw Gill in his biplane 
turning around a pylon and rapidly ap- 
proaching. me a few feet below. I 
jerked my elevator, thinking to give 
nim ample space to clear beneath. I 
was unable to get a good view of just 
what was happening, but it seems that 
Gill, driving straight ahead, hit my 
understructure. This had the effect 
of bouncing me off and plunging me 
to the ground. For a few moments l 
was unconscious. When I came to I 
saw Gill lying in the wreckage of his 
car not fifty feet away.” 

Gill was in a Wright biplane, and 
Mestach in a Beral monoplane. The 
accident occurred just at darkness at 
the end of a day of spectacular flying. 
Five thousand people ‘were witnesses, 
but owing to the darkness and dis- 
tance few of the spectators could tell 
just how the disaster occurred. 

Gill was reputed wealthy. He was 
interested in automobile races until 
1905. Four years ago he took up bal- 
looning, and in 1909 began aeroplan- 
ing. Last February at Los Angeles, 
Cal., Gill fell 75 feet. 

Darkness Caused Tragedy. 

Darkness was said to be primarily 
the cause of the accident. Paul Peck 
on the same field the other day met his 
ileath at sunset. Today's accident 
occurred even later. While there was 
light -higher up it was almost dark 
near the ground. 

Mestach said that just before the 
monoplane race was to start he pro- 
tested to the officials of the Aero club 
of Illinots against racing in darkness, 
but the start was called and he went 
up.

Killing of Rand to Lead to 
Thorough Probe of Chapel

Chapel Hill, N..C., September 14.— 
All that was mortal of Isaac William 
Rand, the young university freshman, 
who was killed in a hazing episode 
on the college athletic field early Fri- 
day morning, was borne by loving 
hands to the station this afternoon and 
sent to the boy’s home in Smithfield. 
The college bell tolled as the body 
was being borne to the station, the 
North Carolina flag was at half-mast, 
while the campus took on an aspect of 
mourning.

It is charged that 
hazing has been practiced at the uni- 
versity for years and that last year 
one boy was seriously hurt, but that 
the matter was Kept quiet. It is un- 
derstood that al) these matters will 
be thoroughly investigated under Gov- 
ernor Kitchin’s orders for a rigid in- 
quiry into conditions at Chapel Hill.

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FELDER REFUSES 
TO GIVE OPINION 


Prof. Jere M. Pound Must Go 
to Courts to Learn Status 
of Education Board. 


Attorney General T. S. Felder, in a 
letter addressed yesterday to State Su- 
perintendent of Schools M. L. Brittain, 
declined to render an opinion rela- 
tive tothe status upon the state board 
of education of Professor Jere M. 
Pound, of the state norma] school at 
Athens, who was left off the board in 
the appointments made by Governor 
Brown following the adjournment of 
the legislature. 

Professor Pound recently wrote 
Superintendent Brittain requesting 
him to secure from the attorney gen- 
eral an opinion as to his status on the 
board, and Superintendent Brittain 
conveyed the request to the state’s le- 
gal adviser. 

Attorney General Felder takes the 
position that as the adviser of the ex- 
ecutive department, it would be an act 
of impropriety for him to render an 
opinion regarding an executive act, in 
the absence of a request for such an 
opinion from the governor himself. 

Attorney General’s Reply 

In his reply to Superintendent Brit- 
tain, Attorney General] Felder says: 

“I am in receipt of yotr letter of 
the 12th instant, conveying the re- 
quest of Professor Jere M. Pound for 
my opinion ‘as to the validity of his 
membership on the state board of edu- 
cation’ under the facts recited. 

“Replying, I beg to say that the 
constitution of the state makes it ‘the 
duty of the attorney genera] to act as 
the legal adviser of the executive de- 
partment.’ To. render an opinion on 
the question presented by Professor 
Pound would require that I review 
and pass upon the legality of an exec- 
utive order of the governor and cer- 
tain of his acts as chairman of the 
state board of education. To do'this 
in the absence of a request from the 
governor would be an improper use of 
my office. Indeed, 1 am without au- 
thority of law to give the opinion un- 
less a request for the same should 
come from the governor. The duty of 
the attorney general in this regard is 
prescribed by statute, which is as fol- 
lows: 

“It is the duty of-the attorney gen- 
eral, when required to do so by the 
governor— 

“"To give his opinion in writing, or 
otherwise, on any question of law con- 
nected with the interest of the state, 
or with the duties of any of the de- 
partments.” Civil Code, sec. 254. 

“I do not, therefore, deem it proper 
for me to render the opinion requested 
by Professor Pound.”

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BOARD’S ACTION 
CALLED ILLEGAL 


City Attorney Mayson Says 
Commission Had No Right 
to Amend Resolution. 


According to City Attorney James L. 
Mayson, the smoke commission in the 
rules it made Friday, which amended 
the anti-smoKe ordinance of ‘council, 
has acted in violation of law. 

Mr. Mayson yesterday pointed out 
that the ordinance says dense black 
smoke shall not be emitted from any 
smokestack more than twelve minutes 
in any one hour. The rules fixed by 
the commission allows black smoke to 
issue from stacks over 3 feet and not 
over 7 feet for fourteen minutes an 
hour, and stacks over 7 feet, for six- 
teen minutes. Then, between the hourg 
or 5:80 and 7:30 o'’clock, the twelve- 
minute rule igs extended so that no 
prosecutions will be made if smoke 
does not issue more than thirty min- 
utes in the hour. 

In the opinion of the city attorney, 
the commission had no more right to 
fix such rules than a city policeman 
has the right to permit near beer sa- 
loons to Keep open after 11 o’clock at 
night. 

When the rules were introduced, R. 

Harwell, president of the commis- 
sion, expressed doubt as to their au- 
thority to frame such rules, Oscar 
Elsas said the ordinance of council 
provided that no prosecutions should 
be entered. upon except with the ap- 
proval of the smoke board, Mr. aMy- 
son insisted, however, that the com- 
mission had no authority to amend an 
ordinance, as had been done in this 
case,

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NEW FOOTBALL RULES 


' 

| Nashville, Tenn., September 14.— 
| (Specital.)—Since there is such marked 
difference of opinion among experts 
-Tegarding the changes in the‘1912 foot- 
ball rules, the lovers of the sport will 
_be interested to learn that “Hurry Up” 
Yost, wizard of coaches, is greatly 
‘Pleased with the new rules. No one 
‘is better fitted to express an opinion 
concerning the changes made, and he 
| States that the 1912 gwame will show 
|a decided lessening of the complexity 
of the old system, thereby making the 
‘play far more appealing to the specta- 
'tor and the player. 

Under the old rules,. where the 
‘Strength of two teams was evenly bal- 
_anced great difficulty was encountered 
.in scoring except through fluke or 
accident. This fault was espectally 
‘Prominent at barring any. consistent 
advance within the fifteen-yard line, 
because of the old restriction of the 
(forward pass and the - necessity of 
making three downs against a concen- 
/trated defense. 


Strengthens Offense. 


| The new rules, Yost believes, will 
serve to eliminate this fault, for with 
the limitations of the forward pass 
removed, an alert shifty eleven will 
_ be able to vastly increase their chances 
(of scoring, while the heavier team 
'will be forced to concentrate its de- 
'fense more and more; whereas, in the 
| past, the close defense beine unneces- 
|Sary the heavier elevens were able to 
/shift back and thus easily block the 


open field play of their weaker op- 
ponents. 

Yost is enthusiastic over the elimi- 
nation of the onside kick since the 
success of this play was at all times 
dependent upon chance, as no kicker, 
no matter how expert he be, 4ould 
ever hope to control the direction in 
which the ball bounded. The policy of 
booting the ball up and down the field 
hoping for some misplay by the op- 
posing backs, which might result in 
advantage to the kicking side, will re- 
ceive a death blow under the new 
style of play. Teams will pin their 
faith to the advantage to be gained 
through the privilege of.four downs 
and the right to make a forward pass 
for raid distance and for ten yards in 
goal. 


No Old Push Style. 


Yost scouts the fear that some have 
that the new rules will cause a re- 
turn. to the old pushing, smashing 
game, since when the ball is put in 
play there must be seven players on 
the scrimmage line, and a runner shall 
not be entitled to any assistance by 
his teammates. 

On the whole, so Yost thinks, the 
public will be far more interested in 
the new play than in that of 1911, for 
the game will be faster, as free from 
accidents as it is possible to make 
the game, and luck, fluke plays and 
the like will give place to science, ver- 
satility of attack and. power of de- 
fense.

“This year I felt that I was due to 
slow up, and benched myself. I | 
thought it would be just as easy to) 
manage the team from the bench, but. 
it hasn't proved so, and if I hadn't been | 
schooled and thoroughly experien ed | 
in all the fine points of the game I 
think I would have made the biggest 
‘bloomer’ of my career. 

“Bench managers see too much. That 
may seem an absurd statement, but it’s! 
a fact, nevertheless. Bench leaders 
are always ‘bawling’ the men for ‘bone- 
head’ plays. I felt. myself doing it this 
year twice as hard as I ever did when 
in the game. A playerewho is in the 
game every day can't help pulling ‘a 
Barry’ now and then. He realizes his 
mistake, sometimes when it’s too late| 
to put on the brakes. Your average | 
bench manager will never condone an! 
‘Ivory’ stunt; whereas the playing man- 
ager knows that he makes ’em himself 
occasionally, and is more apt to excuse 
a player guilty of an error of omls- 
sion. That's why I say a bench man- 
ager sees too much sometimes for his| 
own. good. 

“Ball players are as temperamental! 
as grand opera singers. The least 
thing will upset ‘em, make ’em sulk in 
their tents, chuck it up and play indif- 
ferently. The men have to be handled 
with gloves; some have to be driven, 
others require coaxing. And the play- 
ing manager who is in the game every 
day has a decided advantage over the 
gent who must run his bal) team from 
the bench.” 

Waddel] Greatest Pitcher. 

Clarke is one of the greatest bats- 
men the game ever. produced. For 
years and years he hit .300 and over. 
He was a .300 batsman with Louisville 
fifteen years ago, and he hit .300 :or 
Pittsburg last year. 

“Who was the greatest pitcher you 
ever batted against?’ inquired the 
writer of Sir Frederick. 

“Rube Waddell,” replied Clarke. “He 
had more speed than any pitcher I've 
ever faced. That goes for ‘em all, 
from Amos Rusie down, and Big Amos 
was some pitcher. Contrary to the 
general impression, Rusie was not a 
speed merchant. I know a dozen big 
leaguers of Rusie’s day who had more 
speed than Amos. The Indian giant's 
forte was his curve ball. He 
of smoke. but no such speed as Wad- 
dell. I think Rube could shoot. the 
ball over the plate faster than any 
man who ever stood in the box. When 
Waddell was fresh and strong he had 
frightful speed. You. couldn't follow 
the ball half the etme. Lucky that 
Rube had fine control, or he would 
have made a lot of business for the 
undertakefs. 

‘T’'ve never batted against Walter 
Johnson or Joe Wood. They tell me 
that Johnson !s a cannon-ball pitcher, 
and Wood runs Walter a close second 
for the fast ball championship of the 
American league. We've got a few 
fast pitchers in the National league. 
Did you ever watch Hendrix, of the 
Pittsburg team? Watch him the next 
time he hurls that leather at Robison 
fie.d. Few twirlers in the National can 
shoot a ball over the pan faster than 
Hendrtx.” 


How to Keep Flowers Fresh. 


In the current issue of Farm and 
Fireside appears the following: 

“When one has carried a bouquet of 
flowers in the hand, upon reaching 
home they are generally found to be 
wilted. To freshen them, dip them for 
an instant in hot water, and have 
ready a bowl or a vase containing cold 
to which has been added a bit 
of charcoal the size of a dime. If the 
flowers ‘are violets, add half a_  tea- 
spoonful of sugar to the hot water, in 
which they are first dipped. In winter 
a flower or flowers can be Kept fresh 
a very long time by cutting off a 
small piece of the stem each morning 
and placing in hot water, to which has 
been added a pinch of salt. The water 
should not be scalding hot when the 
flowers are dipped. Roses can be kept 
on ice for days.”

TI 
said that if the affair developed into a 


brutal] prize fight. I would stop it my- 
and the ref- 


self, arrest the fighters 
eree. I think from my observation 


what appeared that the affair was con- 
ducted in an orderly’ manner in strict 
accordance with the provisions of the 


law. 


“The bout, to be explicit, was, in my 
opinion, a pure and simple boxing €x- o 
hibition, and instead of being a brutal 
affair, it was a contest that might be 
conducted in any respectable household 
or in any reputable institution devoted 


to this branch of sport. 


“If boxing is to be conducted under 
the law on this plan will be condusive 


tp the department of athletics and at 
the same tIme uphold the manhood of 
the American people. I propose to 
visit every boxing exhibition under my 
jurisdiction as sheriff of New York 
county and will exercise my authority

ROOSEVELT GUNS 
OPEN ON WILSON 


The Colonel Says Democratic: 
Nominee Is Defending Ac- 
ademic Doctrines. 


Sacramento, Cal., September 14.—An- 
swering 7overnor Wilson's recent 
speech before the New York press) 
club, Colonel Roosevelt launched into 
a vigorous attack upon what he terms) 
the “academic doctrines” of his demo- 
cratic antagonist. During his western 
invasion the colonel has seen but few! 
eastern newsapers, but in Ogden, Utah, 
obtained a paper which printed a: 
stenographic report of Governor Wil-! 
son's: New York speech, in which the 
democratic nominee went after the col. | 
onel. The bull moose candidate Came} 
back in typical Roosevelt style to-| 
night, speaking at the Coliseum, which | 
was packed with more than 10,000: 
eheering Californians. The reception: 
accorded RosevV@it at Sacramento, Oak- 
land and finally San Francisco were 
probably the most demonstrative of the 
tour. After paying tribute tonight to 
his running mate, Governor Hiram 
Johnson, the progressive candidate 
opened up on Governor Wilson in this 
fashion: 

“The other day in New York Gover- 
nor Wilson came out in a sweeping as- 
sault on the progressive platform and| 
program, and defined his position as | 


h e 


social and industrial justice. Accord- 
ing to the stenographic report of his 
speech, Mr. Wilson stated there is no 
hope for social reform through §the 
platform of the progressive party.” 

The colonel then quoted his oppon- 
ent’s criticisms and continued: 

“The key to Mr. Wilson's pocition is 
found in the statement when Nhe Says 
‘the history of liberty is the history 
of the limitation of the governmental 
power, not of the increase of it.’” 

With added emphasis the _ colonel 
snapped: 

“This {ts an outworn. academic doc- 
trine which was Kept in the school 
room and the professional study for 
a generation after it had been abandon- 
ed by all who had experience of actual 
life. It is simply the Laissez Faire 
doctrine of the English political re- 
formist economists, three-quarters of a 
century ago. It can. be applied with 
a profit if anywhere at all only in a 
primitive community under primitive 
conditions.” 

The San Francisco full moosers liked 
the colonel’s opening blow at the demo- 
cratic nominee and shouted until the 
Coliseum almost shook. 

Early today the colonel spoke 
Reno, the town made famous by its 
divorce courts and prizefighters. Ad- 
dressing an outdoor audience of about 
5.000, ineluding natives and ‘members 
of the: divorce colony, Mr. Roosevelt 
eschewed reference to race suicide but 
talked reclamation and kindred sub- 
jects of interest to the west. The col- 
onel said he was responsible for the 
enactment both of the pure food law 
and the reclamation law. 

‘Tt is only fair to say,” explained the 
colonel, “that there was not a chance 
of passing either of these laavs until I 
took hold of them as president. It Is 
true ther had been valiant work done 
on behalf of both of these laws by 
men in and out of congress, but they 
had no chance until I put the power 
of the administration behind them and 
made them administration measures,” 

As the day was dull Colonel Cecil 
Lyon, the bull moose national commit- 
teeman from Texas, who_is a member 
of the Roosevelt party, dictated a state- 
ment in which he assalled John Marsna- 
all Harlan, J. Adam Bede and other 
republican speakers who are tralling 
the colonel.

which he analyzes sanitary conditions pertaining to his race in this, 


city. As he states, the negro physician is perhaps better qualified 
to pass judgment upon this question than any other factor in the 
community, provided he be given intelligence and conscientious- 
ness. Johnson appears to possess. both. 

According to his statement, plague spots from which emanate 
disease germs of every character abound in the negro quarters of 
the city. He shows what The Constitution has often pointed out, 
that in many. instances negroes living in or near the highest class 
of residential sections menace the lives of both races by their 
ignorance apd violation of the ordinary laws of sanitation. He 
declares that where, as in cases innumerable, white residents rent 
out their basements and other adjoining property to negro tenants, 
the carelessness of the latter can easily nullify every precaution 
taken by the white owner to protect the health of his family and 
himself. ; 

Nor does he fail to direct attention to the unspeakable evil 
of the earth-closet, to which The Constitution has several times 
referred, as a distributor of death and disease. Johnson favors 
also the action taken recently by the board of health, looking to 
such extension of its powers as would enable it to compel the 
reporting and segregation of tubercular patients. _The negro af- 
flicted with consumption is one of the deadliest perils to the health 
of the community. 

There is no wonder that, under these conditions, Atlanta 1s 
indicted by one of the highest death-rates in the country, par- 
ticularly as to typhoid fever and with comparatively little differ- 
ence as to tuberculosis, especially among the negroes. We can 
expect no other results, when we nonchalantly ignore the fact that 
disease respects no racial lines and no geographical boundaries. 
Fermitting these plague spots to remain in Atlanta, we not only 
feed the death-rate among the negroes, but we encourage It also 
among the white population. An imperative duty of the city is 
to clean up these incubators of disease among the negroes. Until 
we do so, we have no just cause for complaint if the mortality rate 
mounts; we need not be surprised if neighborhoods that rigorously 
comply with the rules of sanitation and hygiene still find their 
population invaded by typhoid, tuberculosis and numbers of other 


transmissible diseases. :

BAD TEETH AND SICKLY CHILDREN. 


Dr. Harvey W. Wiley told members of the National Dental 
association, in session at Washington city recently, that daily one 
thousand children die in this country, and that the deaths are 
due more to bad’teeth than to any other cause. The statement 
appears a sweeping one, but the former chief chemist to the de- 
partment of agriculture has ample testimony from science to sup- 
port his assertion. Decayed or imperfect teeth offer, in the first 
place, a lodging for every manner of germ. It may be said that the 
best way to handle this situation is to dispose of the germs. That 
is desirable, but until we can secure uniform observance of sanita- 
tion in this country, we can materially lower the death rate by 
cutting down the number of avenues at which death-dealing bacilli 
enter. The mouth, especially when illy-tended, is one of them. 
Aside from harboring the beginnings of disease, poor teeth prevent 
the mastication and digestion of food. This, in turn, lowers vitali- 
ty, and lowered vitality is one of the most prolific feeders of the 


death rate.

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NEGRO PHYSICIAN ANALYZES 
NEGRO HEALTH CONDITIONS 


-— 


Editor Constitution: Recently there 
has -been much discussion ag to the 
Sanitury and health condidions as they 
exist In our city; many plans have been 
suggested and much hag been done for 
the betterment of these conditions, but 
there is still much to be accomplished. 
As a practicing physician of the negro 
race, my work naturally brings me 
face to face with conditions as they 
exist among the negroes in our city. 
In- fact, the negro physician ts brought 
daily into a closer contact and is bet- 
ter able by far to understand and ap- 
preciate the very unhygienic and often 
indescribable surroundings of a large 
clasS “ef the negro population in our 
city. here are many sections where 
the negro lives where dirt and filth 
are so prevalent as to make a healthy 
existence impossible. In my daily 
rounds I am often called to see pa- 
tients whose living quarters are a dis- 
grace to a civilized community, and, 
strange as it may seem, many of these 
quarters are found in the very midst 
of some of the best communities of 
which our city boasts. 

There are many homes owned and 
rented by intelligent whites, in which 
both the white family and the negro 
family live under the same roof, the 
whites occupying the upper floors and 
the negro the lower, which, with but 
few exceptions, consists of one or 
more dark, damp and insanitary 
rooms into which light and sunshine 
rarely enter—veritablie incubators for 
every conceivable form of disease. 
This class of renter is wholly ignorant 
of sanitation and hygiene, and is ac- 
tuated only by a desire for cheap rent, 
he is neither concerned about his 
health nor that of his neighbors, and 
hardly less concerned seems to be the 
white family from whom he rents 
these quarters. To relieve such a con- 
dition is one of the problems which 
must be solved in bringing about bet- 
ter health conditions in our city. 

Another great hindrance which af- 
fects the health conditions of the peo- 
ple of our city and especially the ne- 
groes are the many places in which 
all forms of trash and rubbish are 
dumped by private individuals and even 
the city carts, for the purpose of fill- 
ing some ravine or elevating a low 
lying lot. These dumping grounds are 
invariably in thickly populated negro 
sections and at times the stench and 
foul odors emanating from these places 
are nauseating, to say the least, and 
the germ-infected air which these un- 
fortunate people must breathe finds 
an easy prey as it enters the system, 
weakening the vitality and carrying 
suffering and death through the rav- 
ages of disease. This is an evil which 
should not be permitted in a city of 
Atlanta’s progresasiveness. 

The dire effect of the surface closet 
has often been portrayed, and no 
greater menace today exists. The 
greatest immediate sufferers from this 
deplorable condition are the negroes, 
for with but few exceptions the. sur- 
face closet remains the relic of many 
thickly-populated negro communities.

The recent impetus of the city in the 
direction of obliterating this condition 
is encouraging and the consummation 
of a complete sewerage system will 
mark a wonderful advance towards an 
ideal city. A most vivid reminder of 
Our very inadequate sanitary condition 
we find tn the large number of pa- 
tients suffering with typhoid fever and 
tuberculosig and especially is this fact 
true of tuberculosis. 
Tabreculosis. 

The spread of this dread disease 
among the negroes in our city, while 
it compares favorably with its preva- 
lence tn other cities of a similar size, 
is nevertheless alarming. How to curb 
this spread is one of the most vital 
demands of the hour, How can that 
Class be effectively reached? Efforts 
have been made through public meet- 
ings. Instructive lMterature bearing 
upon every phase of prevention and 
care has been distributed. Free clinics, 
where both medical and advisory treat- 
ment have been given, but as yet we 
have failed to reach that certain class 
among whom the disease gathers its 
greatest toll. The recent agitation as 
to an enforced segregation of all pa- 
trents who are wholly ignorant of its 
prevention or the care of such patients 
seems to be, at present, the most prac- 
ticable and by far the most beneficial 
means advanced for helping to curb 
and stamp out this disease Among a 
certain class of negroes its effect would 
be a wondertul God-send. 

Scores of lives are sacrificeg yearly 
Slinply as a result of ignorance in 
caring for those thus atfecteal. An 
ordinance by the city for a strict gegre- 
gation of all sufferers of tuberculosis 
Whose poverty and surroundings hin- 
der prevention and Proper care would 
mark a wonderful advance in helping 
to stamp out and lower the death rate. 

It's 4 measure which Should be wel- 
comed and ought to receive the hearty 
co-operation and indorsement of all 
citizens,- both white and black, for 
nothing tends to hamper aA city’s 
srowth and development more than 
bad health conditions among its peo- 
ple. I would suggest as one of the 
most effective. means for helping to 
stimulate a general interest among 
the negro population of our city, for 
indeed they are the greatest sufferers 
that our city have upon its board of 
health at least one representative of 
the race, whose ideas and general 
knowledge of immediate conditions af- 
fecting the race could be brought to 
the board's attention, thus giving to 
the board information which othere- 
wise would be difficult to obtain. 

Many of our largest cities, both in 
the south and east, where there exists 
a large negro population have negro 
representatives and in 
their services have proven most bene- 
ficial, and certainly Atlanta With her 
sixty thousand negro population, with 
her present wonderful growth and 
Zrogressive ideas, could fing no objec- 
tion to such representation.

JUDGE JAMES H. BLOUNT., 
Whose new book on “The American Oc- 
cupation of the Philippines” has 
aroused sharp criticism. 
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Judge James H. Blount shows an in- 
timate knowledge of conditions, as 
well as of underlying principles and 
theortes, when he writes of the Amer- 
ican occupation of the Philippines. He 
qualifies as an expert on Philippine af- 
fairs, from an experlence of six years 
as a member of the American army of 
occupation and )ater as a district 
judge. 

The intimacy of his acquaintance be- 
ing unquestioned, Judge Blount admits 
in his preface that the intelligence of 
hig observations must be left to the 
reader. A perusal of the work repays 
the reader not alone for its graphic 
recital of an intensely tnteresting and 
romantic chapter in American history, 
but for its able and patriotic treatment 
of a great national problem. 

Hie tells the story from the battle in 
Manilla bay, on May 1, 1908, down to 
the present year. and paints graphic- 
ally the struggles of the Filipinos to 
have the United States extend to that 
country the broad principle of charity 
and, disinterestedness we expressed 
toward the Cubans at the outbreak of 
the Spanish war. 

By tnternational agreement, the 
Phillippines could be made neutral ter- 
ritory, just as Switzerland ts today, 
says the author. Thus America would 
be deprived of a burden, which might 
become ‘extremely awkward in the 
early stages of a foreign war, and at 
the samé time start a people whom the 
author says are brave, patriotic and 
Intelligent, on the road to self-gov- 
ernment, 

Judge Blount is a native Georgian, 
and was named for his father, James 
Henderson Blount, a former represent- 
ative {n congress from the Macon, Ga., 
district. He studted law at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia and at Columbia 
law school, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1888. 

He abandoned the practice, however, 
to join the Third United States volun- 
teeer infantry in the Spanish-American 
war, and was commissioned 
Iieutenant, serving from 1899 to 1901. 
He was later appointed as judge, and 
resigned on account of ill health in 
1905. 

Judge Blount has contributed ar- 
ticles on legal subjects to The Green 
3agz, and has also been a contributor 
to the Review of Reviews and North 
American Review, writing of various 
phases of the Philippine question. 

While Hving in Washington, he 
makes his home at the Cosmos club, a 
social club whose membership !{s com- 
posed mainly of scientific men.

To those who may not be familiar 
With just what action this country hag 
taken in the great peace movement it 
may not be amiss to state that at 
present the United States has peace 
and arbitration treaties with twenty- 
eight countries, and that all questions 
coming under the head of peace and 
arbitration are to be referred to The 
Hague tribunal, except those affecting 
vital interests, national honor or the 
interests of third parties. 

The recent effort to extend the pow- 
er of The Hague court to cover thege 
three conditions was defeated.

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The housekeeper who wishes to 
treat her palate and her pocketbook 
with equal respect will buy a sack of 
coffee from a wholesale grocer, at 
about twelve cents a pound, and she 
will herself roast each day’s supply 
as it is meeded. Home roasted coffee 
seems to conjure up the vision of an 
expensive machine before the eyes of 
most people, but nothing more elabo- 
rate is needed than an ordinary oven, 


moderately hot, a shallow pan and a 


long handled spoon. Having poured 
some green coffee beans into the sec- 
ond, place it in the first and stir with 
the third, until brown. Sounds like a 
charade; the answer to which is “Am- 
brosia.’ Put enough, and no more of 
the roasted coffee into the grinder and 
reduce almost to powder; then place 
the precious grains in the percolator 
of your coffee pot, and pour upon it 
boiling water, drop by drop in the pro- 
portion of about four cups of the 
liquid to half a cup of coffee. Here in 
Rio this is a solemn rite, a ceremon- 
ial, such as the old alchemists pre- 
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scribed for the culminating moment in 
the transfusion of precious metals. In 
truth, it is a sort of alchemy. 

The fragrance the dark little 
bean is, itself, the breath of romance, 
bringing to us of colder blood a breath 
of warmer, more fertile lands; lands 
below the Equator, bursting with ver- 
dure and fertility, redolent of passion 
and of dreams. 

Henry Blunt, writing about his voy- 
age to the Levant, in 1643, informs 
western Europe that the LeVantines 
“have another drinke not goode .at 
meat, called Cauphe, made of a berry 
as big as a bean, dryed itn a furnace 
and beat.to a powder, of a soote color 
in taste a little bitterish, that they 
seethe and drinke as not as may be 
endured; it is goode at all hours of 
the day, but especially morning and 
evening when to that purpose they 
entertain themselves, two or three 
hours in Cauphe houses, which in all 
Turkey abound more than ale houses 
and innes with us. It dryeth ill hu- 
mors in the blood, comforteth the 
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brain, and is an harmless entertain- 
ment of goode fellowship.” 

This was in the sixteenth century 
but coffee brought from Abys- 
sinia, of the district known as Kaffa, 
early in the fourteenth. The Arabs 
had it first and cultivated it exten- 
sively, and the name “Mocha” which 
still sticks to it commercially, (al- 
though practically no Mocha is 
ported to this or any European coun- 
try) is an echo of the times when the 
Levantine port of that name was the 
great coffee mart of the world. To 
the Arab, coffee remains the supreme 
“entertainment good fellowship,” 
to this day; no matter how far you 
may travel into the dust and sand la- 
den fastnesses of the wildest Bedouin, 
there you will find the little hot pot, 
and the keen philosophical mind of 
the Arab, both open to the traveler, 
without money or price. The gentle- 
man of the desert may fall upon your 
caravan and plunder you of your 
wealth, hold you for ransom and con- 
fiscate your pet gun, but over the cof- 
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fee cup he yields as everyone else does, Van Horn, the first president of the 


to the civilizing influence. 

As early as 1538, the Mohammedan 
priests issued an edict against coffee, 
because they said people spent more 
time in drinking it than they did at 
prayers. In France, in 1643, a Levan- 
tine established a coffee house in Paris, 
which was a failure. 

A merchant from Constantinople in- 
troduced it to London, in the seven- 
teenth century, where it was at once 
warmly welcomed; English people, 
however, have never succeeded, as a 
nation, in making good coffee, so that 
the matinal beverage in that tight lit- 
tle isle is a thing to make a French- 
man weep, but as no one save an Eng- 
lish woman and a Chinaman can make 
real tea, the honors are even. 

The history of coffee is mixed up 
with all sorts of historic romances; 
the great voyages around the Cape of 
Good Hope made cheap coffee a pos- 
sible thing for Europe; and its ex- 
change was a matter of courtesy be- 
tween monarchs and nations. In 1699 
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Indies, obtained coffee 
and had them cultivated in 
Batavia, where they prospered greatly. 
One of the Batavian shrubs was trans- 
planted to the Botanical Gardens of 
Amsterdam, in 1710, and a shoot was 
sent to Louis XIV and placed in the 
Jarden des Plants. In 1720,- sine 
de Jessieu, of the Royal Botanica! 
Gardens, sent three coffee shrubs to 
Martinique, by one Captain Declieux, 
and these were the ancestors of all 
American coffee. Martinique never 
did much with the industry, but the 
Friar Villaoso of the Franciscan‘ Or- 
der, planted a tree in the Garden of 
the San Antonia Convent, at Rio de 
Janiero, which was destined to become 
the progenitor of all Brazilian coffee, 
and the forerunner of the American 
brands. In 1809, the first cargo of 
coffee was sent to the United States, 
since which time fully two thirds of 
the coffee consumed here has bees 
supplied by Brazil.
